HOW WISCONSIN DID IT. 
IU view of the many wild and untruth­ 
ful statements made in regard to the 
alleged combination or agreement 
by 


which the nomination of Mr. Garfield was 
effected, it may be well to state the exact 


fac»«, and thus dissipate all speculation. It 


is well known to ail, that the 28 ballots on 


Monday closed without any substantial 
changer in the result. Many delegates, realiz. 
ed that to continue balloting in that way for 
another day, would necessarily tend to 
embitter the respective trieads ot the two 
leading candidates throughout the coun­ 
try, aud thus greatly weaken the party, 
especially, if cither of tbs candidates 
should be nominate!, 
and 
hence, felt 
in duty bound to break the monotony, 
if possible, by the selection of a new man 
Accordingly, about twenty delegates, in­ 
cluding Sxuderson, Winkler and myself, 
from this Slate, met at the Massachusetts 
headquarters, 
at 
the Gardner house, 
immediately atter the adjournment on 
Monday night. 
The result ot that meeting 
was that G weiner Smith, ot Vermont, 
General Dei jamin Harrison, of indiana, 
and myself, were appointed a committee to 
conter with the Blaine and Sherman lead­ 
ers, and see ii anything could be effected 
It is enough to say. that Messrs. Hale, Frye 
and Hamlin, would 
listen to nothing, 
except what would result, in what they 
claimed was certain, the success or their 
chiel on the coming day, although they 
were pretty plainiy told, that it would be 
difficult to bnld their friends from Indiana 
much lot ger, aud that so far as the com­ 
mittee were advise I, they could not get 
any additional s'ren^th. 
The committee 
then Citied upon some of the Sherman lead­ 
ers. They bad no suggestions to mike aad 
the interview were soon interrupted by 
the Blame leaders c tiling on the Sherman 
leaders tor a conference, and as it was 
then 
nu might, our committee with­ 
drew without ii ops of effecting 
anything. 
As the committee was about to separate, 
the hope was expressed that we would 
find it practicable lor our respective dele­ 
gation to a; i together the next day. 
The next morning it was ascertained 
thai nothing was effected by the confer­ 
ence (d the Blaine and Sherman leaders. 
Thereupon, most ot the Wisconsin dele­ 
gates hah a ii informal conference with each 
other, aud the result was that sixteen con­ 
cluded that, under all the circumstances, 
the wisest thing tor them to do was to 
unite, aoooer or later, aud make a break 
for Garfield, who had become exceedingly 
popular with the entire Convention, and 
whose great ability uod acknowledged 
leadership in the House of Representa­ 
tives 
for 
many 
years, 
and 
his 
integrity ct character, h*d endeared him to 
the great mass of the Republican party of 
he nation. 
On the assembling of the 
Convention, General Harrison and the sup 
porters ot Wasuburnc in the Connecticut, 
Illinois and New Jtrsey delegations were rn 
formed that unless additional votes were 
forthcoming 
tor Wasnburne, Wisconsin 
would soon break lur Garfield. Genera} 
Harrison, thereupon, expressed very high 
regard and confidence in General Gaificld, 
and although he made no promises, yet he 
ieft us to infer that if Wisconsin broke 
for Garfield, indiana would follow as itd!dt 
The 
balloting commenced, and 
Wash- 
burnt ’s friends stood firm. On the 32d 
and God ballots, he got 41 votes—eight 
more than he Lad received the previous 
day. OI these, Id came irorn Indiana. 
When Indiana w^s called on the oTh bal­ 
lot, the VV aHiburnc vote dropped lrom 12 
to ti, when a portion of the Wisconsin 
delegation at once determined to break for 
G*niHd, aud did. 
Neither Garfield nor 
any ot the Ohio delegation, nor any of the 
Blaine leaders, had any expectation lhat 
any such break was to take place. The 
break was t 'reed, because the Blaine and 
Sherman leaders seemed determined to 
stand firm to the las? for their respective 
chiefs, and because it was believed that 
the Dame of Garfield was so firmly estab­ 
lished in the confidence of all, that any 
ref*on*ble pre r ‘ct of Lls 
nomination, 
would, at once, break the columns of the 
c intending forces and unite a majority of 
convention on him a9 the nominee. 
’he Wisconsin delegation claim no espec- 
ciedit. Garfie.d had the respect of the 
entire convention from the first, as was 
manifest by the cheer# which greeted 
his first appearance, and he steadily grew 
in favor to the last. The break was sue- 
ce ful only b cause it we*? in harmony 
uth the judgment of the great mars of 
>se cool headed delegates, Who were 
more desirous of serving their party and 
their country, than to serve any mao.

Milwaukee, June IO.—The day opened 
clear and hot, but before neon there was s 
clouded sky sud s cool breeze from the 
west. This largely helped in makisg the 
great procession a grand success. The four 
divisions were formed lrom Division street 
at ten o’clock, but it was after twelve be­ 
fore the 
vast column got fairly under 
way, a n i then there were numerous in­ 
terruptions which made the progress ot 
the march quite alow. The sight was in ­ 
describably grand. There were over fifty 
stands of colors, twelve bands of music 
twenty-one companies of National Guard, 
one squadron of cavalry, tour companies of 
cadets and ten thousand veterans. In the 
rear of the column in carriages were Gen­ 
erals Grant and Sheridan. Governor Smith 
and staff and several distinguished visitors.

mass of living humanity.

THE RE-UNION. 


Milwaukee, June 9—The unpleasantly 
moist condition of the weather during this 
forenoon availed nothiog at all to damp the 
ardor of the multitude of participants in 
the reuuion festivities. Throughout the 
city aud at the camp, the rim e eagerness 
of the crowds intent upon a jolly good time 
in spite of inconvenience, was quite as 
noticeable when the rain was falling as 
while the sun we* shining. 
In the arrival of crowds of visitors dur­ 
ing the day, there has not only been not 
cessation or mc deration, but rather an lo­ 
ci et ie, and to-night will witness, at modest 
estimate, fully 80,000 visitors in the city 
aud at the encampment, who are here to 
participate in or to witness the soldiers’ 
reunion festival. 
The event of the day, to which all other 
interests and Schemes of pleasure-seeking 
have been made subordinate, has been the 
arrival shortly before noon of General U 
8. 
Grant 
and 
General Pull Sheri­ 
dan and their parties. 
The visit of the 
honored goes'*, marks to-day the “red let­ 
ter” day thus far during the reunion 
festival, and now that the notables are here. 
the programmes which have been held 
somewhat in abeyance pending their com­ 
ing, may be definitely shaped* 
It ?s en­ 
tirely safe to assume that from this time os 
general interest in the event of the reunion 
gathering will be at red heat, until Satur­ 
day next, when the “good-byes" of the 
veterans are to be said, the legion of visit­ 
ors are to separate to their homes, and 
when Milwaukee Will again resume its 
normal quiet.

It has been believed by m any that the 
extent ol the cl titre :s on the west cor st of 
Ireland is greatly exaggerated; that the 
relict administered has not in all cases 
been necessary ; but I can confidently state, 
ss the result of what I hay*, seen and from 
an Intimate knowledge of h. w the relief 
has been granted, that tho distress in the 
main has not been exaggerated. 
It has 
been excc'Sively severe, and that it has not 
reached the point it reached at the time 
known as tho “Irtsh Fam ine," if due en­ 
tirely to the fact that the preparations for 
meeting it had been talken in time. I mm* 
not retrain lrom expressing my sense of 
how much that taking in tim e was due to 
the chantable exertions of the duchess of 
Marlborough. It bas been a great pleasure 
■ o me to be sbsc c is t'd with her grace, aa 
well as w ith many others, in this benefi­ 
cent work. We haye also to thank the cit­ 
izens of America tor the great and gen­ 
erous help they have sent to Ireland, it 
was my good fortune to be able to be at 
Queenstown to aseiet in the distribution of 
ilist rn gmficeut cargo which was sent 
from America. I must say that the distress 
is not over yet, nor will it be over tor at 
least two months and a half when the first 
crop—the potato crop—will be gathered 
aud is followed by the general harvest. 
Uh til then, in tnauy cases, actual relief by 
feeding the population in some portions of 
ireland, including the islands, m ust be 
continued. Otherwise the starvation which 
would have occurred in the first instance 
but for such relief will occur; yet I hope 
all thwse who are here this evening will 
bear rn mind, and 
tell others who are 
charitably i .d in ed , that the tim e has not 
yet pa «ed when such good m ay be done 
by sending subscriptions to those great 
luods wh:ch have already done so much 
to relieve the distress, 
it is to be hoped, 
too, that other things may be done,such 
as the undertaking of great work! and the 
encouragement of the coast fisheries of 
Ireland. 
I feel sure thai the organizing of 
the fisheries on the coast, which are at 
present very much neglected, would give 
the population there a more secure means 
ot existence. 
The land is really incapable 
of supporting the population from natural 
resources, and I lee! certain that, without 
the assistance of tin- fisheries, the aune 
distress which has occurred will occur 
agsio.

From the San Francisco Arga?. 
The California ranchmen have wonder­ 
ful aptitude for driving, and one sees some 
pretty good examples among the hills. The 
road down the mountain aides is entirely 
unguarded on the outer edge, and the 
descent in most places is 'precipitous. A 
balky horse, or a fractured wheel, or a 
slight carelessness in handling the reins, 
might easily send a carriage load of people 
to destruction—and an awful destruction, 
too.

(Jut a beholder—ignorant cl the danger 
that constantly surrounds him —would say 
that his work we? simple, and that he 
managed matters with ease.

W ith hts sinewy hands holding the 
reins with carelessness, his legs our*tre» -li­ 
ed, with one toot titlin g the nJl-impor’xot 
brake, he jogs onward with b ’s monster 
charge without trouble or concern; the 
bells upon the horses’ brit t s jingle a little 
turn; the great w h ttli cru-n the si joes in 
the path; the load creaks like a ship’s hull 
In a sudden gust; wild birds sweep down 
into hazy, sunny depths below; yet the 
driver seems to take no heed. 
But let a “(-care” Uke place , let a herd 
of runaway caille appear at a bend and set 
me horses wild, and iheu see what will 
happen.

It *? called the 
A m erig o nail mal f dronomical clock, aud 
it is probably the mc st complex and In­ 
genious horological work that the band of 
man hrs eyer produced. The cleck is 
eighteen lect high, 8 feet wide and 5 feet 
deep, and weighs 4,0 3 pound0.

S at km, M o , June 7,1 SSO—When last I 
wrote you we wi re at Canon City, Colo­ 
rado, waiting for the stage to take us to 
Silver Cliff, a mining camp about thirty- 
five miles southwest from that place. We 
had intended to do our silver mining at 
Leadville, bul on account of there being a 
general strike among the miners at that 
place, aud the consequent closing up of all 
the principal mines and furnaces, we con­ 
cluded to change our course and go to Sil­ 
ver Cliffs. This is a new mining town 
about eighteen months old, and said to 
contain over six Thousand inhabitants. The 
side ot the ciiff, as far as you can see, is 
dotted with tents, shanties, and mining 
holes, and I think you will have to embrace 
all of the present worked mining district 
to get six thousand inhabitants. 
The 
buildings 
arc all cheaply constructed, 
in f act everything wa9 cheap and appar­ 
ently built i^r a temporary purposes, ex­ 
cept the quartz mills and furnaces. 
This 
will doubtless become in a very 9hort time 
one of the richest mining districts in this 
part of the State; not silver alone, but 
gold, iron and c tpper, and me two latter 
in great abundance 
The silver ores are 
not claimed to yield as large percentage 
per tun as some of the mines at Leadville, 
but the mineral as iwcll as the mines are 
very easily worked, and they have moun­ 
tains of low graoe ore, which will, when 
they wiIi get railroad transportation,which 
be here in a few months, pay fair,'dividends, 
and which cannot be worked now on ac­ 
count of the expense 
of getting provi­ 
sions and mining materials transported 
over the mountain by team. 
While this camp claims to be holding 
its own as to numbers at work, yet such 
cannot be said of many of the mining 
towns In Northern JoloraJo. The general 
cry is “Du lo the Gunnison” “On to the 
Ute country.” The biggest bonanza is 
always a little ahead. 
I wrote you in the last letter that in the 
next I woula tell you what I know about 
mining. That won’t take long, for I do 
not know anything about it. I nave learn­ 
ed. however, th^t there are nearly as many 
ways of treating the orcs us there are 
mines. They have 
their stamp mills, 
smelters, reduction work, and various oth­ 
er ways of separating the metals from the 
ores. I am satisfied from what little I have 
seen, and what information I have been 
able to obtain, that the whole mountain 
region of Colorado, New Mexico, and Ara- 
zona, is one vast mine of gold. silver, cop­ 
per, aud iron, in such quantities that it 
will 
take 
ages 
to 
properly 
de­ 
velop 
it, 
aud 
in 
time 
will 
Hive employment to millions of men, and 
will furnish profitable investment for mil­ 
lions ol capital; and I am further satisfied 
(hat in most cases the percentage of the 
metals in the orcs is so small, that there 
will be but few fortunes made to a day, 
except what is made by speculation. And 
yet there are mountains of ores that will 
pay good wages to laborers, and pay a fair 
interest on the capital invested.

acre is In a mixed state. 
You find here 
some chm cfi-going. Sabbath- keeping peo 
pie, but they are largely in the minority. 
Ruffians, and of the worst kind, and 
gamblers OI all kinds, congregate here 
even so much so that me people claim that 
their vigilance committees are a necessity 
aud yet these vigilance committees are 
largely made up of men little less crim­ 
inal—such as mine sailers and bogus mine 
stock speculators. 
Monday, inc 51st, we started on our re­ 
turn and tor twenty miles, until we began 
to descend into the valley of the Arkansas, 
we had to lace a driving snow storm, a 
worse one than any we had in Wisconsin 
me past winter, aud we were not prepared 
as far as diet was concerned to stand the 
cold as well as an Ksquimau, for the meat 
mat we got in New Mexico was not 
very oily, ai least there was not fat enough 
rn what I got lo cat to keep oat much 
cold. 
We arrived in Canon City in time 
Lr the 12 o’clock train ca:', aud having 
spent part of two days here on oar way 
lo the mines we shipped tor home soon 
atter our arrival. 
On our return we 
passed through Pueblo laking the A. T. A 
8. F. R. IU at mat place, for La Junta 
(Y<ur printer interpreted my 
last, La 
Puma ) Here we connect with the Santa 
Fe or main line, the country along which 
I have mentioned in a previous letter. 
Although since we had passed over this 
country three weeks before, there bad 
been a great deal of 
rain which had 
changed the appearance of ^the country, it 
did

Kansas. Now in closing this correspond­ 
ence, as this will be the Let Irani me at 
present, I want to say a few more words 
about New Mexico, as this trip was made 
by me tor the purpose mainly of learning 
something of the country and people, in 
exhuming some of the oldest and most 
reliable history I have been able to find, 
we learn that it was first heard of in Europe 
in 1550 ; it was then said to be a land of 
seven cities lull of gold and precious 
stones. The cupidity and adventurous 
spirit of the 8pamard was aroused and ten 
years later finds him in New Mexico. It 
was then some ol the richest mines on 
this continent was discovered. Mexican 
history says there was one mine alone

The first business of the Spaniards after 


getting a foothold in this country seemed 
to be to subdue the natives and redoes 
them to slavery, In order to get slaves to 
work their 
mines, but

soon as the 
natives learned the value of gold and sil­ 
ver they arose and drove the {Spaniards 
from the country, and filled up the mines 
Not many years after they were driven out 
through the influence of the priest, as the 
natives, a portion of them, had adopted 
the Catholic faith, they were allowed to 
return, but only on condition that they 
would not reopen the mines. From 1580 
to 
1817, Rhea the 
American 
army 
took 
possession 
Of 
New 
Mexico. 
me history of that’couniry is alinosta blank. 
Their traditional and unwritten history 
shows that they have had their governors 
and rulers, but they seemed to be practi­ 
cally independent of Spain, and tor nearly 
three centuries New Mexico was the most 
Isolated spot on the earth, and when the 
American army invaded the Territory In 
1840, they found the people with the same 
civilization and the same chrystalized 
habits and customs of the past three cen 
tunes. The inhabitants at this time are 
about three-fourths Mexicans and one- 
fourth all other nationalities. In the latter 
fourth are included about 12,000 Pueblo 
Indians with German, French and Ameri­ 
cans. The American element is increasing 
very last. Here you nod three distinct 
civilizations—American, Mexican, and inc 
Pueblo. As far as the religion of thi- 
country is concerned the average Ameri­ 
can has none except to get money. 
The 
Mexican and Pueblos are professed Roman 
Catholic, but it comes nearer Paganism 
than anything else. 
But I must quit as I am spinning this 
letter out too long already, and I have a 
good many notes and memorandas that 
I have not yet referred to. To-morrow I 
start for Chicago and home. A word to 
those contemplating visiting New Mexico 
or Colorado, as to the route to travel. You 
can go from Chicago to the end of the A. 
T. A S. F. R. IU, nearly two hundred miles 
southwest of Santa Fe, and not have to

by taking the Rock Island Pacific at Chi­ 
cago to Kansas City, or Atchison and the 
A. T. A S F. the rest of the way, or if you 
want to go to Colorado, you go the same 
roads to Pueblo, and lrom there you eau 
be conveyed to almost aoy part of Colora­ 
do by the Denver A Rio Grande It It. By 
the first of August you can go from Chica­ 
go to Leadville by these rentes in two aud 
one-halfdays.
